by his own Example had left them fo 


little Hopes of ever ſucceeding, in. 


Bor tho Sir Philip's Verſes of this 
ſort are in general very indifferent, yet 
we may ſelect here and there one, that 


ſounds not diſagreeably; the following 


ones for Inſtance, vi.

THERE are ſeveral Verſes in Firgil 
that to my Ear do not found better than 
theſe do; and if all the reſt had equal- 
led theſe in Smoothneſs, and ſucceeding 
Poets had ſeconded his firſt Attempts," 
and continued daily improving upon his 
Invention from that time to this, I que- 
ſtion if we ſhould ever have heard of 
our Language's Incapacity of pleaſing 
the Ear in the Greek and Latin Num- 
bers. 


App to this, that the Language has 


been infinitely improved ſince Sir Phi- 


lip's Time, and conſequently the Argu- 


ment drawn from its then Inſufficiency 


to delight in this Kind of Verſe carries 
not an equal Weight with reſpect to the 


Language as it ſtands at preſent. 
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Ir may probably be ſuppoſed, that 


the firſt Greet Numbers, that were in- 
troduced into the Latin Tongue, were 


in general little better than thoſe firſt. | 
brought into the Engliſb; but were the 
Roman Poets therefore diſcouraged into a 


Reſolution to drop the Urdertakmyg for 


ever? Did they explode it as an abſurd and 


ridiculous Attempt? No; not withſtand- 
ing the Dithculty attending it, they re- 
folutely purſued the Deſign; and con- 


t inued cultivating and improving theſe 
Numbers from Age to Age, till at laſt 


they brought them to the PerfeQion 
they boaſt in the Writings of Virgil and 


Horace. The Roman Poetry was not fi- 
niſhed in 4 Day, any more than Rome. 
itſelf. Exnizs's Verſe (I believe) is much 
leſs muſical than that of Lucretius; as 
chat of Lucrotius is than V irgil's. The 


ſame may be ſaid of 0 our Rene, Spen- 


cer,

er, and Daz; for Inas chang was 
as little Ground for us to hope in Chau- 
cer Days, that our Verſification could ever 
be brought to the Degree of Sweetneſs it 
afterwards attained to in Dryder's time. 
Pleaſe to compare Sir Phi/ip's Hexameters, 
3 Sc. with Chaucer's Metre, and ſee which 
b you can make the moſt Muſick of. 
Why then may not the former Kind of 
| ; Verſe hope in Proceſs of time ta arrive 
at as great a pitch of Perfection as the 
4 latter has done, and probably come as 
near to the Latin as the Latin has done 
| 3 to the Greek ? 


: Bur it will be ſaid, no Author af 
Reputation has attempted it ſince Sir 
— becauſe none has ever had any 
Hopes of bringing it to bear. There- 


fore it would be the Height of F. olly and 
Preſumption for any modern Pen to ven-

the

the great Genius's of the Nation, for a- 
bove theſe hundred Vears, have, from 
an abſolute Deſpair of Succeſs, prudent- 
ly declin'd. 


Bur SS is the Crime of endea- 
vouring to be more harmonious than our 
Forefathers endeavoured to be? To po- 
liſh a Jewel they neglected? ? Even tho 


we ſhould not ſucceed. We are at worſt |} 


but where we were before. It is poſſi- 
ble we may miſs the Mark, tho! we do 


aim at it. but it 18 impoſil we ſhould ;

To ſay the Genius of our ada | 
will not admit of theſe Meaſures is (in ; 
my Opinion) entirely begging the Que- 


ſtion. For why are they inconſiſtent 


with the Genius of the Language ? Is it 
becauſe they do not ſound ſo well in it as 


our Verſes now in uſe? Pleaſe to compare

PERHAPS ſome will ſay, that tho” it 
were poſlible, theſe Numbers ſhould ever 
be introduced, with any tolerable Share 
of Elegance and Harmony, yet it is im- 
poſſible they ſhould ever take; becauſe 
our own Sorts of Verſification have been 
ſo long eſtabliſhed among us, and we 
have been ſo long accuſtomed to the 
reading of them, and no others in our 
Tongue, and withal are ſo prejudiced a- 
gainſt the Opinion, that the Greek and 
Latin Numbers can ever ſound tolerably 
in Zxglifh, that we ſhall never be —_—_ 
in the leaſt to reliſh i chem. 


Bur why a new ; Faſhion (eſpecially 
if it be an elegant one) ſhould not taxe 
in Poetry, as well as in Dreſs, and other 1 
e I do not ſee.

kind a Reception? 


As to our TL prejudiced againſt 
all Opinions and Attempts of this kind ; 
if it be only Prejudice it will quickly 
wear off, if we can but bring ourſelves 
to a Reſolution .maturely and impartially 


to conſider the Merits of the Thing it- 


ſelf, without regard to any TY be- 


'T1s poſſible indeed, the Reader (eſ⸗ 


pecially the unlearned one) by reaſon of 
his having never been uſed to this kind of 
* þ Verſe in Engliſh, will not at firſt very 


+ much 
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mich reliſh it, nor readily get into the 


right Manner of reading it, but be apt 
at every turn to imagine, W is ſtill read- 
ing the uſual Sort of Eugliſb Verſe, and 
ſo looking for the cuſtomary Re: 
meet a continual Diſguſt from the con- 
tinual Diſappointment of his ExpeRati- 
ons: As thoſe Perſons do, who have 
been wont all their Lives to annex the 
Idea of Rhime inſeparably to that of 
Verſe, when they come to read, what 
we call Blank-verſe; which it is ſome 
time before they can make any Muſick 
of, but the more they are uſed to it, the 
better they like it, till at laſt they often 
prefer it it to Rhime itſelf. 


To ſet this Matter in a ſtill clearer 
Light, I would beg Leave to compare 
one or two of our Eugliſb meaſured 
Verſes with as many of the Latin mea- 

ſured

To conclude, if this little Attempt 
ſhould have the good Fortune to be 
Judged not altogether unſucceſsful, I .

ing of a Work, the Beginning or rather 
Revival of TEA? had the Misfortune to 
fall into no better Hands. 


POSTSCRIPT. 


T ' may be neceſſaryto acquaint 
e the Reader, that I have fol- 
lowed the Greek and Latin 
Rules of Verſification as far as 
appeared needful, and no farther : For 


as the Latin Poets have deviated in ma- 


my reſpects herein from the Greek, ſo 
have I from both of them, when I thought 
| the Harmony of the Nimbeis requir'd it, 
and at the ſame time it did no Injury to 
the Senſe, nor offered any Violence to

: Tant every-body knows, that, in 
; Latin Verſe, whenever a Word ea 
ed with a Vowel, and the next Word be- 

1 gan 
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gan with another, the former Vowel was 


cut off. The Reaſon of which (I con- 


ceive) was owing to the Redundancy of 
Vowels in that Language. Now as our 
Language has been generally judged to be 
rather overloaden with Conſonants, the 
Obſervance of this Rule eee need- 
leſs. 


1 the Greet Poets 6 for 
aught I know the Latin ones too) 
had no manner of Regard to the Accent 


in their Verſe, but tranſpoſed it from 


one Syllable to another, as it beſt ſerved 


their Purpoſe. There 1s ſcarce a Line in 


all their Works but affords one or more 


Inſtances of this: which however 1 is a Li- 


berty I have rarely ventur d to take; and 
that only in two or three Words of a La- 
ein Derivation, as ſclemnixe, Sc. where 
I have placed the Accent on the Syllable

As to the Quantities of Sy llables, they
